REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Plainfield: 


My tenth annual report of schools is hereby offered for your 
consideration. | 

The fall term began on the third of September with seven 
schools in session. Because there were only four school chil- 
dren in the Black Hill district, the school was closed and the 
_ children were transported to the Plain school. Two of these 
children have since left town, leaving only two children whose 
transportation is to be continued. 

Thirty-eight children were found in the Plain district to 
be provided with school facilities. As this surpasses the pres- 
ent accommodations at the Plain school building, arrange- 
ments were made with the Cornish School District to transfer 
ten of these children to the Tracy school. This arrangement 
is only a temporary one, and, if perchance it should be con- 
tinued beyond the present school year, the probability is that 
transportation costs would necessarily be added to the tuition 
costs. Obviously there is an urgent need of an additional 
school room in this village. ‘There are now at the Plain 
enough school children to make two average-sized schools, 
and there is no prospect of a lesser number at least for some 
years to come. Moreover, the educational needs of the chil- 
dren would be much more efficiently met with two schools of - 
average size than with one school whose membership is so 
abnormaly large that no teacher can be found to efficiently 
handle the situation. The entire cost of a new building to 
accommodate twenty-four children, with entire equipment, 
need not cost more than $2,500, and possibly it could be built 
for $2,000. 

According to the September school census, 167 children 
(5-16) were found living in town. Of these, on September 
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30, one hundred and twenty-three were enrolled in the local 
schools, fourteen were attending elementary schools outside, 
seventeen were in attendance at Kimball Union Academy, 
and four were attending high schools outside the district.

HEALTH. 


This year the services of Miss Alta MacDonald, R. N., 
were secured as school nurse. She is a woman of considerable 
experience in hospital and’school nursing. She devoted three 
weeks in October and November to health work in the Plain- 
field schools. She reports seventeen visits to the schools and 
an examination of one hundred and ten school children. She 
secured one surgical treatment, two medical treatments, and 
three dental treatments. She made thirty visits to the homes 
and thereby secured home treatment of eighteen under-weight 
children. She will return in the spring for further school 
work. 


GENERAL STATISTICS. 
For the Year Ending June 30, 1928. 


Seven schools were maintained for a full year. The Black 
Hill school was closed at the end of the winter term and the 
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pupils were transported to the Plain school, which was divided 
into primary and grammar divisions. Quarters for the gram- 
mar division during the spring term were found in the town ~ 
house. There were one hundred and forty-four different chil- 
dren registered during the year. The average membership 
was one hundred and twenty-one. The per cent of attend- 
ance (94.85) equals the state average as last reported. 

Four Enfield children attended the Methodist Hill school 
and one Cornish child, the Spencer school. Two Plainfield 
children attended the school at Cornish Flat. Six children 
were neither absent nor tardy during the year. 

Thirty-one children from the district attended secondary 
schools: twenty-four at Kimball Union Academy, six at 
Windsor High, and one at Stevens High. Sixteen children 
were graduated from the eighth grade. The schools were 
actually in session one hundred and seventy-three days. 
Seven days were lost because of holidays, teachers’ institutes, 
ete. Ten meetings were held by the school board. The school 
registers record thirty visits by members of the school board, 
one hundred and eighty-four visits by the superintendent, 
and one hundred and thirty-four visits by citizens.

Under the State Board of Health, Division Maternity, 
Infaney and Child Hygiene, the annual child health confer- 
ence was held on the afternoon of August 9th at the Mothers’ 
and Daughters’ Club House. Miss Blanche L. Daniels acted 
as general of a committee who helped with the afternoon’s 
program. Forty-two children were examined by Dr. Charles 
Keeley of Claremont. This work has a decided educational 
value in keeping before the minds of the people the need of 
a yearly examination for a check-up on one’s health. 

The State Department of Health has arranged to give diph- 
theria immunization treatments free to the pre-school chil- 
dren of towns demanding it for the protection of their 
children.
